To the cry which every age and genera- 
tion e from human consciousness 
there is, then, an answer. One there is: “A 
Teacher come from God,“ who proclaims 
through the centuries, and from the loftiest 
peak n all the range and realm of thought, 

Jam the truth.“ The truth—tt is here; 
it eame by Jesus Christ. In him is it em- 


bodied. hold it! The eternal Jehovah— 
a personal God—to men manifested in the 


flesh, by infinite love and grace delivered to 
a redeeming death for their offenses, and for 
their justification raised again, bringing to 
the light of their apprehension truth, living 
and immortal. ‘ 

This is truth— the truth as it is in 
Jesus Christ —truth knowable and known. 
“Ye shall know the truth.” 

Second — What is meant by knowing 
the truth? To know it is to know its divine 
reality. No fable—not a myth or vain delu- 
sion; both from and of the one eternal God. 
Again, it is to know its living, all-per- 
suading, convincing power. To know it, 
answering every reasonable question, re- 
solving every rational doubt, satisfyin 
to the full the longing of every human soul, 
meeting every exigency in mental experi- 
Lence, and to every aspiring spirit réalizing 
in the fullest conceivable measure every 
grace-imparted, immortal hope. 

Our Lord promises to these converted 
Jews something more than the knowledge 
of mere credence and belief. This they 
recs had, Credence and belief come 
through external evidences. But there is a 
knowledge beyond this. It is that of which 
Paul wrote to Timothy: “Who (God) de- 
sires that all should be saved, and (after be- 
ing payer? come to the knowledge of the 
truth.” 

This apostie had already attained to the 
knowledge of credence and belief when he 
wrote so impassionedly: That 1 ma 
| know Him (Christ) and the power of His 
resurrection.” The knowledge of experi- 
ence is positive knowledge. Experience 
demonstrates the truth of the Christ. He 
lives in the thoughts, the affections and de- 
sires of men, having survived every ible 
test through 1800 years. Brethren, beloved, 
we believe in the Christ of history. But 
we may know the living, personal Jesus of 
today. With Paul we may also exclaim: 
“I know Him whom I believed; and am 
persuaded that He is able to keep that 
which I have committed to Him.” aving 
believed Him, we come to know Him, anc 
knowing Him the persuasion—that highest 
reach or most advanced stage of saving 
faith—is full, strong and all-assuring. 

The surest of all tests is the experimental. 
Experimentaliy knowing the truth carries 
one out of the realm of mere conjecture and 
the fog of uncertainty. The experimental 
Christian always knows whereof he affirms.

Rev. J. W. Chichester on the Prayer 
of Faith. 

Rev. Mr. Chichester preached to a large 
congregation yesterday morning. Prior to 
the sermon the infant son of Edward T. 
Cook was baptized by the pastor. 
The text was James, v, 15: “The prayer 
of faith shall save the sick.“ These words 
suggest some interesting questions, as, for 
example, What does prayer for the sick 
really accomplish? and, Are we justified in 
offering such prayer? Thatis,is it lawful 
to pray for divine intervention to effect 
what natural means are powerless to effect? 
And is such prayer ever successful? And 
is it always successful? In other words, did 
miracles cease with the apostles, or may 
we still look for miraculous phenomena in 
answer to gabe | prayer? And in reply- 
ing to such questions everything depen 
on what is meant by “‘a miracle“; for, to 
ask God to act at all, and to ask Him to per- 
form a miracle, are one and the same 
thing.” That is to Say, a miracle is the 
immediate action of God, as distinguished 
from His mediate action through natural 
laws. And the presumption is that if God 
now acts immediately in the renewal of 
diseased souls there is no reason why He 
should not act in the same manner in the 
healing of diseased bodies. And now I call 
your attention to the following facts:

The temporary suspénsion of section | 
four of the Interstate Commerce Law, 
so far as it affects the Northern Pacific, 


Santa Fé and St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco lines, will be hailed with great 
satisfaction by people of the Pacific 
coast. The considerable advance in 
freight rates which the transcontinental 
‘roads were obliged to make, or claimed 
they were obliged to make, in obedience 
to the requirements of this fourth sec- 
tion, had well nigh paralyzed trade on 
this coast, and if the disturbing ele-. 
ment had been continued, a financial 
panic might have resulted. 

Whether the arbitrary requirements 
of the law, or the railroad companies 
in their construction of it, were at 
fault, let the Commissioners determine. 
That is their business. If they find 
that the law was constructed to meet 
the requirements of the great majority 
of the railroads of the country, and 
does not suit the transcontinental roads 
at all, it will be possible to secure modi- 
fications to meet the case.

These figures approximately repre- 
sent the average charges made by each 
of the raflroads in Ohio for carrying 
freight and passengers, and are given 
to show that, while the average freight 
rates have been largely reduced on the 
various, roads, passenger rates remain 
substantially the same as twenty-five or 
thirty years ago. The average cost of 
transportation, as between property 
and persons is not fairly proportioned, 
that of persons being entirely too high, 
as compared with freight rates. Freight 
revenue constitutes the chief income of 
aroad. This is partly due to the low 
rate at which freight is carried. A 
corresponding reduction in passenger 
rates would—as everybody believes— 
result in a far greater volume of travel, 
and fully as great, if not larger, re- 
ceipts in proportion to investment as 
is now derived from the carriage of 
freight. Think of the difference be- 
tween a ton of freight and the weight 
of one, passenger—1800 pounds; and 
the difference between the cost of the 
carriage of a ton of freight and one 
person per mile—1.776 cents more 
for the person than the freight! 
Freight has to be handled. Persons 
handle themselves. Freight is carried 
at the risk of theft, accident, 
fire, and loss in various ways. 
Injury to passengers is growing less 
every year. ‘Freight cars cost from 
$1200 to $1500 and are useful from two 
to three years. Passenger cars cost 
from $4000 to $5000, and are useful not 
less than twice the life of a freight car 
—say from five to six years. Thirty 
passengers weighing four tons, ride a 
mile for about one dollar, while twenty 
tons of freight are carried the same 
distance for a small fraction less than 
13 cents. These facts and figures 
clearly indicate that the difference be- 
tween the cost of carriage is evidently 
out of proper proportion, and the re- 
sult, under the agitation which is now 
going op concerning the Interstate 
Commerce Act, will be legislation in the 
various States looking to a reduction in 
the rates charged for carrying passen- 
gers. This, of course, will proceed 
upon the basis that inasmuch as the 
interstate roads have increased freight 
rates under the law, and issue no 
passes, the passengers should have a 
benefit. In other words, the benefits 
should not all go one way.

KXPLAIN ITS MEKRITS. 


The Overhead Track Cars Which 
Run Free ofthe Roads—A System 
‘Which Will Farnish Motive Power, 
Light and Heat. 


At the session of the Board of Publie 
Works last Friday D. Gilbert Dexter and 
J. K. Mulkey appeared to explain the merits 
of the new Enos elevated railyéy, and to 
ask fora franchise running th h some 
of the principal city streets. 

As the Enos road is an invention combin- 
ing many new and strange points in transit, 
the readers of Tun Tliuks will be inter- 
ested in Mr. Dexter’s remarks and explana- 
tions before the board, which, in brief, were 
as follows: 

This system is not an experiment by any 
means, as there is a full-sized and fully- 
equipped road now in operation at Green 
Point, N. J., which has far exceeded the 
expectations of the most sanguine. The
